The Hope Industrial Safety Coun- 


cil was organized about one year ago 
by John M. Guthrie, then manager 
of the Hope Basket Co., and R. P. 


•t> Bowen, secretary of the Hope Cham- 


ber of Commerce, and includes prac- 
tically every plant in town. 


The program of the Safety Coun- 


cil was designed primarily to pro- 
tect the lives and limbs of the men 
^ and women who work in these plants 
'' but it also has proved of great 


value to the owners through lower in- 
surance costs and improved efficiency 
of thle workers, says Mr. Bowen. 


The first step taken by the newly 


organized Safely Council was the ap- 


f. 
pointmcnt of safety foremen in every 
plant affiliated with the council. These 
mm meet each month with the own- 
ers and foremen of the plants in the 
office of the Chamber of Commerce 
and exchange ideas and experiences. 


Once a month, at or immediately

before the regular monthly meeting 
of

Council, each plant 


makes a report to Mr. Bowen, giv- 
ing the number of man-hours work- 
ed, the number of men employed, the 
number and lyrics of accidents which

ing the month, and the total ours, 
hours lost clue to such accidents as 
well as the cost to the employer.

New 1941 Fish, Game Laws 
Are Released By Warden

game warden, released Saturday the 
following fish and game laws for 
Arkansas: 


1. Bullhead cat fish less than 16 


inches long may be sold. (Act 400). 


2. One week, immediately proceed- 


ing regular open season for deer and 
turkey, is opened to hunting such 
game with bow and arrow. Bows must 
have 40 Ib. pull. Applies lo all coun- 
lics except Stone. (Act 267). 


3. Gigging or spearing of suckers, 


red horse, buffalo, catfish and eel is 
lawful at any time in Clcburne, Stone 
and Searcy counties. Boone and Mar- 
ion counties permit gigging or spear- 
ing any kind of fish only in January, 
February, July, August, November 
and December. Carroll county permits 
giggin gor spearing any kind of fish 
only 
in November, December 
and 


January. 


4. Fox classed as fur bearers, and 


open season provided in all counties 
is December and January. May be 
chased at any time for pleasure and 
destroyed at any time when found 
killing poultry or live stock but pelts 
of fox killed in closed season can 
not be possessed or sold but must be 
surrendered to the Game and Fish 
Commission. (Act 89). 


5. Taking the following fish: buffalo, 


carp, cat, drum and suckers, by hand 
only, commonly called grabbling or 
hogging, and then only for personal 
use, is permitted from June 1 to No- 
vember 1. (Act 430), 


C. Bradley county prohibits taking 


or attempting to take or chasing deer 
and turkey until 1946. (Act 468). 


7. Homing or messenger pigeons ful- 


ly protected at ajl times. (Act 20). 


on turkey is April 1 through April 
15. (Acl 405). 


9. Use of dogs in deer hunting pro- 


hibited in Marion county. (Act. 442). 


10. Chukar partridges protected un- 


til June 1, 1943. (Act '38). 


11. Hunting in inclosure or on posted 


farm lands prohibited without consent 
of owner. (Act 314). 


12. Open season for use of seines, 


trammel and gill nels, for commercial 
purposes is September 1 through Feb- 
ruary 15. (Act 403). 


13. Rough fish not exceeding a total 


gross weight of 25 pounds, or a mixed 
string of game and rough fish not ex- 
ceeding 15 pounds, or a string of all 
game fish not exceeding daily string 
limits provided by law for one per- 
son, may be possessed and transported 
by each family present at a picnic 
seining party provided all such sein- 
ing is done at time and manner now 
provided by law. (Act 47). 


14. All bounties on hawks, crows, 


bobcats, and wolves must be paid from 
county funds, if provided by county 
quorum courts. Game and Fish Com- 
mission pays no bounties. 
(Acts 313 


and 81). 


15. Stone county provides for squir- 


rel season June 1 through January 1. 
(Act 
10). 


1C. Closed season taking minnows 


March 16 through May 1. (Act 38). 


17. Closed season, large or small

15.

WASHINGTON — In time of peace, 


Ihe Coast Guard is a part of the Trea- 
sury Department. Secretary 
Mor- 


gcnthau is, at present, its boss man. 
Its commanding officer (now Rear 
Admiral Russell R. Waesche) is ap- 
pointed by tlie President. 


In time of war, the Coast Guard goes 


over lock, stock and hawser to the 
Navy, 


It happened the last time on April 


G, 1917. A code dispatch went out 
lhat morning by wireless and tele- 
graph to every one of Ihe Coast Guard 
boats and stations. In the length of 
time that it took to be received the 
Navy was augmented by 223 com- 
missioned officers, 4,500 warrant of- 
ficers and enlisted men and 47 ves- 
sels. 


If we should gel into war tomor- 


row, the Navy would get a 
much 


larger personnel, not to mention 10 
times as many cullers, thousands of 
small craft and about 60 airplanes.

Thore- 
ore it is possible that great bene- 
fits will come to the whole pattern 
of the nation due to the sheer neces- 
sity of building industrial plants foi 
safety's sake in regions where they 
had not gone naturally.

Got Busy Early 


The Coasl Guard was only seven 


years old when we ran inlo troubles 
with France in 1798, but in Ihe next 
two years, serving with the newly- 
organized Navy, Iho Coasl Guard ac 
counlcd for 18 of Ihe 22 prizes cap- 
lured by American naval forces. The 
culler Pickering, all by herself, cap- 
lured 10, one of them a ship of 44 
guns and 200 men— about three times 
her own size. 


The Coasl Guard was in Ihc Ihick 


of it again in the War of 1812 and 
in .succeeding years contributed as 
much as anything else to chasing the 
pintles oul of Ihe Caribbean

Then she comes out of 
the spin and flies into Ihe calcher's 
hands, swinging lo meet her- high 
above tho net. The gaping thousands 
relate—and got back Iheir brealh, 


Anloinetto is billed as the only wom- 


an who does that two-and-a-half 
somersault trick. But it's not her only 
trick. 
Flying between trapeze and 


pedestal, she does some other dif- 
ficult and dizpy spins. 
' 


She came to the circus from a con- 


vent school. At vacation time, about 
12 years ago, she went to visit her cir- 
cus performer sister in winter quar- 
ters at Bloomington, 111, There she 
mel Arthur Concello, a young aerial- 
ist who was destined to go places on 
a flying trapeze. They were married 
a few months later, when she was 
barely 16. Arthur trained her for his 
profession, and now she is woman star 
of his troupe of 35 aerialists as well 
as a 'star of the Ringling brothers and 
Barnum & Bailey circus. 


When the circus opened in Madison 


Square Garden, I went to see her in 
her be-flowered dressing room. I sat 
on a red-and-silver trunk beside her 
dressing table and watched her trim 
the callouses—heavy as corns—from 
the palms of her hands. 


"They get like this when we work," 


she said. "Blisters first. And then 
they harden. It takes work, you know, 
climbing ropes, 
chinning 
yourself, 


swinging from a bar.' You have to 
be strong before you can even try this 
work."

She holds the 
spotlight alone in the ring with Ira 
peze balancing tricks so difficult she 
is said to be the only woman to tr> 
them. 


She is a slim lillle blonde with sac 


blue eyes, fragile-looking as a pieci 
of Dresden china. Her career in tin 
great European music halls came to i 
sudden halt several years ago wher 
her husband slipped from his trapez 
in Berlin, and crashed lo his death. 


"He was husband, father mother 


teacher—everything to me," she tol' 
me. "After he was killed the worl 
seemed stopped. I was alone. Sick 
But I didn't lose my courage.

It has raised the number 
listed to five million, but in that 
number it has found only 185,000 work- 
ers competent to take jobs in the 
393 key industries, fewer than 25,000 
competent for the 100 top industries, 
and in 12 industries none at all. 


Bureau of Labor Statistics estimates 


that in the next year two million 
workers will be put on the payrolls of 
defense industries.

facturers, employing 23,000 men in 1938 
will need 308,000 men when plants 
under construction 
are 
completed. 


Shipyards, with 125,000 workers, will 
need 300,000 more, and so on. 


Only solution for this problem is 


to send the country back to school 
—trade school—and that's what's be- 
ing done, literally. More than 300 
trade schools are being run in three 
shifts, 24 hours a day, so great is 
the demand for -skilled workers—in a 
hurry. Plants on two-shift production 
are turned into schools for the third 


Douglas Aircraft, in Long Beach, 


Calif., needing 20,000 workers for a 
new plant, interested the city in ac- 
quiring a three-story building which 
was turned into a trade school with 
1800 
students a day. 


Los Angeles took over a garage to 


train 25,000 shipyard workers. Mur- 
ray Body in Detroit, needing 6000 
men for a new airplane parts plant, 
has a school for 1700 a day. Wright 
Aeronautical's new plant in Cincin- 
nati must soon have 120 trained men 
a week for 75 weeks.
